1. Applicant's Remarks/Arguments filed on 11/13/2007 regarding claims 9-31 have been 
fully considered. Claims 1-8 have been canceled by applicant.

EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to providing an integrated circuit synchronous read 
channel for receiving digitized read signals representing digitized samples of a read signal of a 
magnetic storage device and recovering digital data represented, the integrated circuit 
comprising: 

"delay circuitry that operates to delay the coupling of the digitized read signals to the 
digital peak detector or the timing recovery circuitry to match the delay of the coupling of the 
digitized read signals to the timing recovery circuitry or the digital peak detector, respectively, 
imposed by the digital pulse shaping filter circuitry." 
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The closet prior art, Patel et al. (USP 4,945,538), discloses a signal processing channel 
that comprises a RLL decoder for recovering coded binary data from the read RLL code signal, a 
phased-locked loop timing recovery circuit, a peak detection function for detecting the crowding 
of the write transitions on media. However, Patel fails to anticipate or render obvious the above 
quoted limitations of the present application. This renders the claims allowable.
